REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's response 
filed on 08/31/2006 has been considered, with respect to claims 1, and 12 the references of the 
record fail to teach or suggest a semiconductor laser device comprising: 
Claim 1: 

A package having a semiconductor and light receiving element with plurality of lead 
provided on the front surface, where an optical element above the front surface perpendicular to 
the front surface for guiding laser beam to an object and reflected to light receiving element, 
where the outer peripheral is fitted in a cylindrical hole with axis parallel to the optical element 
and has a recess from the front to rear surface, and the lead are bend from the front passing 
through the recess in a direction parallel to the optical element and the leads ends connected to 
the semiconductor and light receiving element, wherein the recess is defined between two 
adjacent projections and the projections project outward from the four corner of the substrate. 

Claim 12: 

A semiconductor laser, a light receiving element, an optical element and plurality of leads 
on a front surface of the substrate, having a plurality of substrate support blocks projecting out 
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from the substrate and parallel to the substrate defining an outer peripheral to configured and 
fitted in a cylindrical hole, wherein the leads proximal ends connected to the semiconductor and 
light receiving elements while the distal ends extending through a gap between adjacent two 
substrate supporting blocking and toward the substrate rear surface.
